any one to break these seals unless
sgthorized to do so. It will be neces-
sary to check carefully thalevidunca
stolen snd left behind to see just what

rosecutions will be hampered by the

isappeerance of the evidence. Among
the samples stolen were gome of the
choicest whisky and worst hooteh that
has been garnered hy prohibition
agents. Midsing are about 200 small
"fiasks, part of which was evidence
taken at the time of the raid on Jack's
restaurant.

That the robbery might have been
committed by some one having access
to the building during the week-end
holiday has not been overlooked by the
dstactives, hut as a glass panel door,
completely removed from an inner door
and in an expert manner, it is behej.ve
that bootleggers were behind the crime.
How the prowlers eluded armed guards
stattioned In the building is a mystery.
